Hurricane Earl menaces 
US East Coast 


Post Aruba moved from Port of Call 
to Werfstraat 7 


KITTY HAWK, North Car¬ 
olina (AFP) - Hurricane Earl 
bore down on a vast stretch of 
the US East Coast yesterday, 
as tens of thousands of people 
fled North Carolina’s barrier is¬ 
lands to avoid dangerous 
winds and surf. 

The strongest Atlantic 
storm of 2010, Earl was ex¬ 
pected to remain offshore but 
still skirted much of the eastern 
seaboard late yesterday. It is 
forecast to hit Canada’s Nova 
Scotia by early tomorrow. 

The US National Hurricane 
Center downgraded Earl to a 
category three hurricane at 
2:00 p.m. yesterday, but main¬ 
tained its forecasted course set 
to bring destructive winds and 
heavy rains to North Carolina’s 
coast before moving north. 

In a later advisory the NHC 
said the storm's sustained 
winds had dipped further, to 
near 115 miles (185 kilome¬ 
ters) per hour, but warned it 
was still a major hurricane ex¬ 
pected to pass some 70 miles 
off North Carolina's Outer 
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Banks. 

With the Miami-based cen¬ 
ter predicting hurricane 
strength winds as far as 70 
miles (110 kilometers) from 
the eye, coastal North Carolina 
residents were battening down 
and tourists were scattering in¬ 
land. 

US officials ordered a 
mandatory evacuation for 
30,000 residents and visitors of 
North Carolina's Hatteras Is¬ 
land. 

Meanwhile, forecasters 
were also closely tracking the 
path of Tropical Storm Fiona 
about 475 miles (760 kilome¬ 
ters) south of Bermuda, with 
wind speeds of up to 50 miles 
(85 kilometers) per hour. It is 
expected to rake over the is¬ 
land chain beginning late 
today. 

Gaston, the fourth tropical 
storm to form in the Atlantic 
over the past two weeks, weak¬ 
ened yesterday to a tropical de¬ 
pression, the NHC said, much 
to the relief of aid officials 
worried it would plow directly 
over Haiti, still recovering 
from January's massive earth¬ 
quake.

Abbas, Netanyahu vow to meet

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Is¬ 
raeli and Palestinian leaders 
launched their first direct ne¬ 
gotiations in 20 months here 
Thursday, agreeing to meet 
every two weeks in a bid to 
reach a lasting peace settle¬ 
ment within a year. 

"Thank you for your 
courage and commitment," US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton told Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu and 
Palestinian president Mahmud 
Abbas as she opened what 
turned into four hours of talks. 

"I know the decision to sit 
at this table was not easy," the 
chief US diplomat said at a 
rectangular table in a chande- 
liered room at the State De¬ 
partment, referring to the 
"suspicion and skepticism" 


surrounding the talks. 

The leaders then went be¬ 
hind closed doors to begin tack¬ 


ling the core issues that have 
bedeviled past peace attempts - 
- Israel's security, borders of a 


Palestinian state, the right of re¬ 
turn for Palestinian refugees 
and the fate of Jerusalem.

During the period between 
February 28 and March 7 , 
2010 a delegation comprising 
managements of Aruba Ports 
Authority (APA) and Aruba 
Stevedoring Company 
(ASTEC), went a on a fact 
finding mission at different 
ports in the Caribbean region 
to evaluate the use of mobile 
cranes. 

Two crane manufacturers 


that are world leaders in mo¬ 
bile cranes, Liebherr of Aus¬ 
tria and Gottwald of Ger¬ 
many were asked for a quota¬ 
tion. 

In the week of June 14, 
2010 a delegation comprising 
7 persons visited the ports of 
Philipsburgh, St. Maarten and 
Castries, St. Lucia to evaluate 
these two brands, Liebherr 
and Gottwald. The goup con¬ 


sisted of APA and ASTEC 
personnel, UPA members and 
a technical consultant. 

Based on the delegation’s 
report, a revised offer was 
asked from the two manufac¬ 
turing company with the re¬ 
quest to take notice the 
remarks in the technical re¬ 
port which was submitted by 
the delegation. During a re¬ 
cent APA personnel meeting 
came to light that there are 
still a few additional informa¬ 
tion missing that has to be 
cleared. 

After taking into the ac¬ 
count the technical aspects of 
the cranes and of our port, on 
August 31, APA confirmed 
its decision to buy a mobile 
crane, brand Liebherr, model 
LHM 400. The crane is ex¬ 
pected on Aruba in the month 
of December. 

APA is confident that the 
mobile crane will make it 
possible to offer a better 
service in container handling 
without using a ship crane, 
and the flexibility to plan and 
execute maintenance of the 
gantry crane. 

Maintenance of the 
Gantry Crane 

APA also announces the 
that they will start mainte¬ 
nance and repair jobs of the 
gantry crane every wekeend. 
From Friday, September 17 
until the end of November 
2010, the crane will be put 


out of service from Friday at 
6:00 a.m. to Sunday mid¬ 
night. APA has chosen these 
hours because there are less 
ships calling at our port thus 
causing less inconvenience. 

Considering that most of 
the contaner ships come to 
Aruba on Sundays, Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays, APA for or 
its part is trying to keep the 
maintenance and repair jobs 
on Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays. But there are also 
two big jobs pending, which 
are repacing the rail next to 
the shore and changing the 
support in the crane’s engine 
room, which can put the 
crane out of service for 10 
days. 

That will be from October 
8 to October 18, 2010. This 
repair job is necessary to cer¬ 
tify the crane for a year. Dur¬ 
ing that period the container 
ships’ own cranes will be 
used to load and unload the 
containers.

In order to authenticate, as 
much as possible, when re¬ 
searching such a personal cul¬ 
tural hallmark as cuisine, the 
author of "Aruba Cooks" 
turned to the late Wijkie 
Maduro who had made a life¬ 
long commitment to the pre¬ 
servation and preparation of 
Aruban cooking. 

A descendent of the Moises 
Maduro family that emigrated 
from to Aruba in 1754 from 
Portugal via Holland, Wijkie re¬ 
tired from a career in politics 
and labor union work to open a 
restaurant that "offered what 
our great-grandmothers 

cooked: the lavish and some¬ 
times complex Aruba cooking." 

The first Aruban settlers, 
the Caiquetios, a tropical peo¬ 
ple of the Arawak nation, be¬ 
came fishermen who traded 
their catches for vegetables, 
fruit, grain and tools on the 
nearby South American main¬ 
land. Here they primitively 
cultivated corn, white and 
sweet potatoes and snared 
small rabbits that are indige¬ 
nous to the island. 

When the Spanish arrived 
in the 1500’s, they brought 
goats, sheep, cows and pigs; 
the cattle was raised for hides, 
not for food. The Dutch took 
possession of Aruba in 1636; 
by 1672 raising goats for ex¬ 
port was so successful that 
Aruba was sometimes referred 
to as "Goat Island." The ca- 
brito became the mainstay of 
the local diet in which all parts 
of the animal were used for 
soups, stews and sausages; the 
hide was used for drums and to 
protect hands when building 
cacti walls. 

New dishes were intro¬ 
duced by the emigration of 
people from Curagao in the 
19th century who brought 
Spanish and Portuguese ingre¬ 
dients and recipes, the Dutch 
influence of European cooking 
and also that of Indonesia 
where many Dutch had lived. 
In the early 20th century, those 
from the British West Indies 
who were hired to work in the 


refinery because they spoke 
English brought with them the 
culinary history of their 
African heritage. 

Every bit of fresh-caught 
fish contributed to the table: 


fillets and steaks the first 
choice or cut into small chunks 
for soup; head and tail for fla¬ 
voring the soup or ground and 
fried with onions and sweet 
pepper. 


Keri Keri 

by Wijkie Maduro 
Serves 4 


2 pounds of fresh, firm, boneless white-flesh fish fillet 
1 quart of water 
1 tablespoon of salt 
1 celery stalk, diced 
1 sweet green bell 
pepper, diced 

1 nion, peeled and diced 
10 fresh basil leaves, 
chopped 

4 tablespoons of 
margarine 

1/4 teaspoon achiote 
(annatto) powder 
freshly ground black 
pepper 

In a large saucepan, boil fish 
in salted water for 20 minutes. 

Remove fish and flake it. 

Saute celery, bell pepper, 
onion and basil leaves in margarine for 3 minutes, stirring. Add 
flaked fish and cook over low heat for 5 minutes, stirring occa¬ 
sionally. Stir in achiote powder and freshly groundpepper, to 
taste. 

Traditionally, all young Aruban girls were taught to make Que- 
sillo, a lovely dessert. 

From Mr. Maduro's collection, serving 4. 

4 eggs, beaten well 

1 8ounce can sweetened condensed milk 

1 cup water 

1/2 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 tablespoons coffee liqueur 

Topping: 1 tablespoon caramelized sugar 

1/4 cup granulated sugar 

1 tablespoon water 


Mix eggs, milk, water, extract and liqueur in a 2-cup pyrex bowl 
and place it in a baking pan of water filled halfway. Bake in 
250° oven for 1 hour. Meanwhile, heat sugar and water in small 
heavy skillet, stirring constantly until sugar melts and turns 
golden brown. Brush on top of quesillo.

Disasters show ’screaming' need for 
action - climate chief 


GENEVA (AFP) - UN cli¬ 
mate chief Christiana Figueres 
yesterday warned that a string 
of weather calamities showed 
the deepening urgency to 
forge a breakthrough deal on 
global warming this year. 

Speaking before some 40 
countries were to address fi¬ 
nance, an issue that has helped 
hamstring UN climate talks, 
Figueres said floods in Pak¬ 
istan, fires in Russia and other 
weather disasters had been a 
shocking wakeup call. 

’’The news has been 
screaming that a future of in¬ 
tense, global climate disasters 
is not the future that we want,” 
Figueres, newly-appointed ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the UN 
Framework Convention on 
Climate Change (UNFCCC), 
told reporters. 

Bacteria crafty 
at sharing 
antibiotic 

Bacteria have more strategies 
for combating man-made an¬ 
tibiotics than previously 
thought, a new study suggests. 

The results show that just 
a few antibiotic-resistant bac¬ 
teria within a colony can con¬ 
fer protection to the entire 
bacterial community. But sci¬ 
entists might be able to ex¬ 
ploit this protection strategy 
to develop treatments for an¬ 
tibiotic-resistant bacteria. 

Previously, researchers 
thought each bacterium 
within a colony needed to in¬ 
dividually develop antibiotic 
resistance. It did this either 
when it experienced a change 
in its genes, called a muta¬ 
tion, that conferred resist¬ 
ance, or when it picked up 
genes from other bacteria it 
came into contact with that 
provided resistance. 

But the new study shows 
bacteria lucky enough to de¬ 
velop drug resistance are able 
to share their good fortune over 
longer distances with their 
neighbors, without changing 
their genes. Antibiotic-resistant 
bacteria can send out a signal¬ 
ing molecule that turns on pro¬ 
tective mechanisms within the 
non-resistant bacteria, enabling 
them to survive in the presence 
of the drug. 

The study is the first to 
show that signaling molecules 
can play a role in antibiotic 
resistance, Collins said. Abet¬ 
ter understanding of this type 
of bacterial communication 
may be critical for figuring 
out ways to prevent resist¬ 
ance, the researchers say. 


’’Science will show 
whether and how those events 
are related to climate change 
caused by humanity’s green¬ 
house-gas emissions, but the 
point is clear: We cannot af¬ 
ford to face escalating disas¬ 
ters of that kind.” 

Figueres called on govern¬ 
ments to agree on ’’four or 
five” major planks at year-end 
UNFCCC talks in Cancun, 
Mexico, which would then 
serve as a platform for a 2012 
global pact on climate. 

”We read it that countries 
are assuming their responsi¬ 
bility, that they’re being real¬ 
istic, that they’re being 
productive, that they’re being 
constructive and that they’re 
counting on very clear out¬ 
comes from Cancun,” she 
said. 


Sony said this week its first 
stereoscopic 3D laptop will 
hit the grid next year.

(the laptop will presumably 
have a Blu-ray player). 

Ah, but here’s the catch: 
You’ll have to wear a pair of 
active shutter glasses to make 
it work. Which means you’ll 
have to haul potentially 
scratch-able, bendable, and 
eminently smudge-able 
shades around with you 


One of the issues in Can¬ 
cun will be funding. 

’’The regulation of the fi¬ 
nancial issues is a key precon¬ 
dition for the successful 
conclusion of the climate ne¬ 
gotiations in Cancun,” said 
Swiss Environment Minister 
Moritz Feuenberger, in a 
speech to open the talks. 

Hundreds of billions of 
dollars are needed to prevent 
future emissions of green¬ 
house gases by emerging 
economies and help poor 
countries facing worsening 
drought, flood, storms and ris¬ 
ing seas. 

The Geneva talks, running 
until Friday, gather more than 
40 countries at ministerial 
level, including big advanced 
economies, emerging giants 
and countries representative 
of poor nations.

Sugar water doesn't dampen baby's pain, 
study suggests 


For years, hospitals have 
been giving sugar water to 
newborns about to undergo 
short, potentially painful pro¬ 
cedures, on the assumption 
that the sweet drink would 
ease the little ones’ pain. 

A new study based on 
brain imaging of newborns 
casts doubt on that notion. 

The sugar water may be 
only affecting babies' facial ex¬ 
pressions, not dampening their 
pain, researchers from Univer¬ 
sity College London say. 

"All of us feel bad if we 
have to hurt a baby. The baby 
does, we do, the parents do. 
But if this is only masking 
what's going on, we need to 
think about it carefully," said 
Dr. Judith Meek, a neonatol- 
ogist at the College Hospital 
who was a study researcher. 

Sugar water has been given 
to babies all over the world 
since the early 1990s, Meek 
said, and is generally used 
when health care profession¬ 
als need to lance a heel (to 
draw blood for testing), put in 
intravenous tubes or conduct 


a spinal tap on an infant less 
than 3 months old. The sooth¬ 
ing effect is thought to last 
about two minutes, she said. 

Many studies have found 
that infants given sugar water 
make faces indicating they're 
not feeling as much as pain as 
infants who are given regular 
water, Meek said, and the 
practice has been well ac¬ 
cepted by those who work 
with babies. 

The new finding may be 
most important for babies who 
are not well and need such 
procedures performed several 
times each day, Meek said. 

"If you have painful pro¬ 
cedures done repeatedly 
while the brain is developing, 
the brain will change," she 
told MyHealthNewsDaily. 
This could affect pain percep¬ 
tion in the long term. 

"If we think we're having 
an impact and we're not, 
that's worrying," she said. 

In the study, 59 newborns 
received either sugar water or 
regular water prior to having 
a heel lanced. From elec¬ 


trodes placed on the babies' 
heads, the researchers meas¬ 
ured the brainwaves of the 
lanced infants via electroen¬ 
cephalography (EEG). The 
researchers also used a stan¬ 
dard test that rated babies' fa¬ 
cial expressions, heart rates, 
breathing rates and cries. 

According to the standard 
scoring system, the faces of 
the babies who received the 
sugar solution indicated that 
they were in less pain. How¬ 
ever, the EEGs showed that 
the brain waves were no dif¬ 
ferent between those babies 
and the ones given plain water. 

"We measured what was 
actually going on in the 
brain's cortex - the actual pro¬ 
cessing of pain. We felt that 
was more objective than the 
standard scoring," Meek said. 
The findings appear in the 
current issue of the journal 
The Lancet. 

Other researchers were 
less convinced. Robert Lasky, 
a researcher in pediatrics at 
the University of Texas Med¬ 
ical School at Houston, wrote 
in The Lancet that the trial 


was too small to draw defini¬ 
tive conclusions, and he 
pointed out the tests did not 
include sick newborns who 
may be subjected to multiple 
painful procedures. 

Meek said that if she now 
had a baby undergoing a heel 
lance, she would hold or 
nurse it during the procedure 
rather than give it sugar 
water. The study was large 
enough, she said, to show 
that there was a significant 
difference in the babies' facial 
expressions, so if there was a 
meaningful difference in the 
babies' brainwaves, that too 
would have been shown.

Twitter launches iPad 
application 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hot 
microblogging service Twitter 
launched an application for the 
Apple iPad yesterday to rave 
reviews from technology 
blogs. 

The free official "Twitter 
for iPad" program allows Twit¬ 
ter users to send and receive 
the 140-character-or-less mes¬ 
sages known as "tweets" as 
well as open links to Web con¬ 
tent. 

Twitter has a website but 
most users opt to use third- 
party applications to access the 


service rather than the some¬ 
what non-user friendly Twit¬ 
ter, com. 

The Twitter application for 
the touchscreen iPad, which is 
available from Apple's App 
Store, allows users to tap a 
message with their finger and 
see any related content in a 
separate window pane. 

"Depending on the content 
in that Tweet, you'll see a video 
or photo, or maybe a news 
story, or perhaps another 
tweet," Twitter said in a blog 
post. 


Putin: Russia to retain grain export 
ban until 2011 harvest 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
said yesterday that Russia 
would not lift a ban on grain 
exports before next year's har¬ 
vest, extending the major 
world producer's embargo until 
at least mid-2011. 

"I believe it's necessary to 
note that we will only be able 
to consider lifting the grain ex¬ 
port ban after next year's har¬ 
vest ... and we have clarity on 
the balances," Putin said. 

"We cannot just keep lurch¬ 
ing back and forth," he said at 
a government meeting in tele¬ 
vised remarks. 

Putin gave no specific time- 
frame and his spokesman, 
Dmitry Peskov, only con¬ 
firmed that the ban would not 
be lifted on December 31. 

A record drought has de¬ 
stroyed a quarter of Russia's 
harvest and Putin signed a de¬ 
cree early last month banning 
grain exports from August 15 
to December 31. 

Putin subsequently said the 
government might extend the 
ban into next year. 


The export ban is aimed at 
keeping the domestic market 
well supplied with grain to pre¬ 
vent sharp rises in food prices 
with Russia's leaders nervous 
of social unrest and keen to 
avoid any discontent ahead of 
elections due in 2012. 

The export ban from such a 
key global player stung world 
markets, sending wheat prices 
to two-year highs and sparking 
worries of a crisis in global 
food supplies. 

At the government meeting, 
Putin said the announcement 
was made "in order not to ge¬ 
nerate unnecessary nervous¬ 
ness (and) to secure stability 
and predictability" for all mar¬ 
ket participants. 

Agriculture experts said 
Putin's announcement was no 
surprise. "What happened is 
what everyone expected," An¬ 
drei Sizov, managing director 
of SovEcon, a Moscow-based 
agriculture consultancy, told 
AFP. 

Sizov said the move meant 
the grain export ban would not 
be lifted until at least July 2011 


when farmers begin harvesting 
in the country's south and the 
government would have an 
idea of the amount grown. 

Russia was the world's 
number three wheat exporter 
last year when it sold 21.4 mil¬ 
lion tons of grain and had em¬ 
barked on a major new 
campaign to boost its interna¬ 
tional market share, an ambi¬ 
tion that now must be set aside. 

At a separate meeting on 
food security, Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Yelena Skrynnik said 
Russia's grain crop this year 
would fall to 60-65 million 
tons because of the country's 
worst drought in decades. 

But with last year's grain re¬ 
serves of 26 million tones, the 
country will have enough grain 
to meet this year's demand, she 
said in Saratov in central Rus¬ 
sia in comments released by 
the government. 

But the country would have 
to produce 85-90 million tons 
of grain next year to "stabilise 
the situation," Russian news 
agencies quoted Skrynnik as 
saying. 


Air France mulls 'low-cost' option 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France-KLM is considering 
setting up a "low-cost" do¬ 
mestic carrier to meet intense 
competition in the French 
market from budget rivals, 
company sources said yester¬ 
day. 

The new airline, dubbed 
'Air France Express,' could be 
established next year with 
bases in the southern cities of 
Marseille, Nice and Toulouse 
if agreement can be reached 
with unions, the sources said. 

Air France-KLM which 
already operates a low cost 
unit, Transavia, declined to 
comment. 


"Studies are underway to 
find some way to fight off the 
’low-cost' airlines. Among 
ideas being considered, is set¬ 
ting up a new entity within 
Air France-KLM," one of the 
sources said, asking not to be 
named. 

"The idea would be to 
base some pilots in Marseille, 
Nice and Toulouse and to do 
like easy Jet — avoid having 
aircraft overnighting away 
from their operating base," 
the source added. 

EasyJet and other low cost 
carriers such Ryanair operate 
from many bases rather than 
just one or two, as in the case 


of Air France-KLM, setting 
up more efficient regional 
hubs which help keep down 
costs. 

The source said Air 
France-KLM aimed to 
achieve similar cost savings 
and allow greater flexibility 
by moving some services out¬ 
side of its main hub at Roissy- 
Charles de Gaulle in Paris. 

Pilots would work the 
same number of days but 
would be in the air for more 
of their working day, getting 
paid more but not quite as 
much more as would be 
saved in costs, the source 
added. 


Boeing eyes 700-billion-dollar North 
American plane market 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Aircraft sales in North Amer¬ 
ica will reach 700 billion dol¬ 
lars over the next 20 years as 
airlines modernize their 
fleets, aerospace giant Boe¬ 
ing said yesterday. 

The Chicago-based plane 
maker forecast that air carri¬ 
ers in Canada and the United 
States will take delivery of 
some 7,200 new airplanes by 
2029. 

The deliveries "will be 
driven largely by the need to 
retire older, less fuel-efficient 
single-aisle airplanes and re¬ 
gional jets, as airlines replace 


them with new-generation, 
more fuel-efficient models," 
it said in a statement. 

Taking retirements of air¬ 
planes into account, the 
North America fleet will 
grow from 6,590 airplanes 
today to about 9,000 air¬ 
planes by 2029, it said. 

Boeing forecast that 
nearly three-quarters of all 
new deliveries will be single¬ 
aisle airplanes as "the fast- 
paced lifestyles in Canada 
and the US require rapid, fre¬ 
quent and reliable coast-to- 
coast and interregional trans¬ 
portation." 


The company forecast a 
demand for 1,180 airplanes 
of its two-aisle 737 and 787 
Dreamliner aircraft over the 
next 20 years, as small and 
medium size planes are ex¬ 
pected to catch 19 percent of 
the North America fleet. 

It, however, expected or¬ 
ders for its flagship 747 
model and larger planes to 
reach a mere 40 units, or one 
percent of total investment. 

Boeing, like its European 
rival Airbus, has focused its ef¬ 
forts in recent years on devel¬ 
oping fuel-efficient aircraft, 
led by the 787 Dreamliner.

UN: Disasters 'scream' call for 
climate action 


GENEVA, Switzerland 
(AFP) - UN climate chief 
Christiana Figueres yesterday 
warned that a string of 
weather calamities showed 
the deepening urgency to 
forge a breakthrough deal on 
global warming this year. 

Speaking before some 40 
countries were to address fi¬ 
nance, an issue that has 
helped hamstring UN climate 
talks, Figueres said floods in 
Pakistan, fires in Russia and 
other weather disasters had 
been a shocking wakeup call. 

’’The news has been 
screaming that a future of in¬ 
tense, global climate disasters 
is not the future that we 
want,” Figueres, newly-ap¬ 
pointed executive secretary 
of the UN Framework Con¬ 
vention on Climate Change 
(UNFCCC), told reporters. 

’’Science will show 
whether and how those 
events are related to climate 
change caused by humanity’s 
greenhouse-gas emissions, 
but the point is clear: We can¬ 
not afford to face escalating 
disasters of that kind.” 

Figueres called on govern¬ 
ments to agree on ’’four or 
five” major planks at year- 
end UNFCCC talks in Can- 
cun, Mexico, which would 
then serve as a platform for a 
2012 global pact on climate. 

”We read that countries 
are assuming their responsi¬ 
bility, that they’re being real¬ 
istic, that they’re being 
productive, that they’re being 
constructive and that they’re 
counting on very clear out¬ 
comes from Cancun,” she 
said. 

One of the issues in Can¬ 
cun will be funding. 

Hundreds of billions of 
dollars are needed to prevent 
future emissions of green¬ 
house gases by emerging 
economies and help poor 
countries facing worsening 
drought, flood, storms and 
rising seas. 

The Geneva talks, whcih 
ends today, gathered more 
than 40 countries at ministe¬ 
rial level, including big ad¬ 
vanced economies, emerging 
giants and countries represen¬ 
tative of poor nations. 

The tentative goal is to es¬ 
tablish a ’’dialogue” on the 
broad lines of how to gear up 
as much as 100 billion dollars 
a years by 2020. 

The many questions in¬ 
clude the resources of this 
fund, the role of the private 
and public sector and how the 
money would be adminis¬ 
tered.

how to implement ’’fast- 
track” finance of 30 billion 
dollars over the next three 
years.

”We will be very happy 
after the meeting if it starts to 
send trust, send a common 
understanding of the chal¬ 
lenges... of the important 
questions, that would be huge 
step forward,” said Swiss ne¬ 
gotiator Franz Perrez. 

Developing countries in 
particular want assurances 
that the 30 billion dollars in 
short-term finance will come 
from new sources and is not 
siphoned off from develop¬ 
ment aid or existing budgets, 
said Oxfam policy advisor 
Romain Benicchio. 

Switzerland and Mexico, 


co-hosting the meeting, insist 
the Geneva talks do not con¬ 
stitute the gathering of a cosy 
elite. 

Instead, they say, the out¬ 
come will feed into the UN 
process, deemed the sole 
valid vehicle, despite its 
many problems, for dealing 
with the climate peril. 

The 194-nation UNFCCC 
forum next meets in Tianjin, 
China, in October followed in 
Cancun from November 29- 
December 10. 

After the traumatic out¬ 
come of Copenhagen, expec¬ 
tations have been dialled 
down. 

At best, say experts, Can¬ 
cun will deliver good 
progress on the main issues, 
but the world will have to 
wait for another year before a 
draft treaty sees daylight. 

If all goes well, the accord

Pakistan's Butt, Asif, 
Aamer suspended by ICC 


LONDON, (AFP)-The In¬ 
ternational Cricket Council 
said Thursday it has charged 
Pakistan's Salman Butt, Mo¬ 
hammad Aamer and Moham¬ 
mad Asif with various 
offences under its anti-cor¬ 
ruption code. 

The players "have been 
officially notified of the of¬ 
fences they are alleged to 
have committed and have 
been provisionally suspended 
pending a decision on those 
charges", the ICC said in a 
statement on its website. 

Test captain Butt and fast 
bowlers Aamer and Asif were 
all named in a News of the 
World report which alleged 
they were involved in a 
"spot-fixing" scam by bowl¬ 
ing deliberate no-balls in last 
week's Test match with Eng¬ 
land in exchange for cash. 


The trio have protested 
their innocence and the ICC 
said they have the right to 
contest their suspension, and 
have two weeks to request a 
hearing before anti-corrup¬ 
tion tribunal where they can 
defend themselves. 

However, ICC Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Haroon Lorgat said: 
"We will not tolerate corrup¬ 
tion in cricket - simple as 
that. 

"We must be decisive with 
such matters and if proven, 
these offences carry serious 
penalties up to a life ban. 

"The ICC will do every¬ 
thing possible to keep such 
conduct out of the game and 
we will stop at nothing to 
protect the sport's integrity. 
While we believe the prob¬ 
lem is not widespread, we 
must always be vigilant."

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Com¬ 
monwealth Games organisers 
on Thursday dismissed wide¬ 
spread criticism ahead of the 
event and said athletes could 
expect top-class facilities 
when the action starts in 
Delhi on October 3. 

The run-up to the Games 
has been dogged by delayed 
venues, corruption scandals, 
public rifts among officials 
and international concern 
ranging from dengue fever 
outbreaks to the risk of mili¬ 
tant attacks. 

Suresh Kalmadi, chairman 
of the organising committee, 
said that one month ahead of 
the opening ceremony all 
preparations were on sched¬ 
ule for a Games that would 
match those held in Mel¬ 
bourne in 2006. 

"I can assure you that all 
the infrastructure is in place," 
he told reporters. "We have 
built the whole Games 
around the athletes and the 
facilities will be world- 
class."

Motorcyclist 
Baron dies 24 
years after 
Dakar crash 

LA ROCHELLE (AFP) - 
Motorcyclist Jean-Michel 
Baron died Thursday at the 
age of 56, after 24 years spent 
in a vegetative state follow¬ 
ing a crash on the Dakar 
Rally. 

Baron was 31 when he fell 
heavily during his second 
Paris-Dakar, after which he 
spent several months in hos¬ 
pital before being taken 
home, where he lived for 23 
years "in a vegetative state", 
his wife Jocelyne told AFP. 

"Motorbikes were his 
life," she said of Baron, the 
French 250 Inter motorcross 
champion in 1980 who fin¬ 
ished 20th riding a Honda in 
his first Paris-Dakar in 1985.

"It will be a great Games 
for sure," Kalmadi told a 
press conference at the For¬ 
eign Correspondents' Club. 
"All things are go and every¬ 
thing will be smooth." 

He stressed that a full se¬ 
curity operation would be in 
place to protect participants 
and spectators, and said 
1,800 doctors would be on 
call to deal with any cases of 
dengue fever. 

The mosquito-borne dis¬ 
ease causes deaths in Delhi 
every September and Octo¬ 
ber, but numbers of those af¬ 
fected has been unusually 
high this year with at least 
1,000 cases so far. 

India's newspapers have 
blamed water-logged con¬ 
struction sites for encouraging 
mosquitoes, while also heap¬ 
ing criticism on the organisers 
over the Games' estimated 
three-billion-dollar cost. 

Kalmadi said India was 
ready to host its first major 
international sporting event 
since the Asian Games in 
1982, and encouraged resi¬ 
dents to embrace the occa¬ 
sion by buying tickets and 
supporting the athletes. 

He added that visitors 
were welcome to seek out 
charities working in the city, 
to see the reality of India's 
dire poverty, but warned peo¬ 
ple not to give money to child 
beggars. 

"I would advise them not 
to because then they would 
get surrounded," he said.

Federer rolls, Davydenko falls and Nishikori 
wins epic 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Roger 
Federer rolled into the third 
round of the US Open on 
Thursday while sixth seed 
Nikolay Davydenko lost and 
Japanese qualifier Kei 
Nishikori dumped 11th seed 
Marin Cilic in five grueling 
sets. 

Swiss second seed Fed¬ 
erer, seeking his 17th Grand 
Slam crown and a seventh 
consecutive trip to the US 
Open final, eliminated Ger¬ 
many's 104th-ranked Andreas 
Beck 6-3, 6-4, 6-3 in one 
hour and 41 minutes at 
Arthur Ashe Stadium. 

Federer, a five-time US 
Open champion, will face 
109th-ranked Paul-Henri 
Mathieu to decide a berth in 
the last 16 on the Flushing 


Meadows hardcourts. Math¬ 
ieu eliminated fellow French¬ 
man Guillaume Rufin 7-6 
(7/3), 6-4, 6-3. 

Federer jumped ahead 5-0 
in only 12 minutes, claimed 
the first set in 27 minutes de¬ 
spite surrendering a break 
and was seldom threatened. 

"It's the perfect start," Fed¬ 
erer said. "I played Monday, 
had two days off, I had an¬ 
other easy one physically and 
here I am in the third round 
feeling like I'm completely in 
the tournament." 

Russian Davydenko, a 
2006 and 2007 US Open 
semi-final loser to Federer, 
was pounded 6-3, 6-4, 6-2 by 
38th-ranked Richard Gas- 
quet, who will next face ei¬ 
ther South African Kevin 


Anderson or Brazilian 26th 
seed Thomasz Bellucci. 

Gasquet, among a record 
12 Frenchmen to reach the 
second round, lost only seven 
of 52 points on his first serve 
as Davydenko made his 
quickest US Open exit since 
2005. 

Davydenko joined a US 
Open seeded scrap heap that 
includes No. 7 Tomas 
Berdych of the Czech Repub¬ 
lic, US ninth seed Andy Rod¬ 
dick and Croatia's Cilic, who 
dropped the longest match of 
the week just 60 seconds shy 
of five hours. 

Nishikori, ranked 147th, 
fought off cramping in the 
hottest day of a scorching 
week to defeat Cilic 5-7, 7-6 
(8/6), 3-6, 7-6 (7/3), 6-1 in an 
exhausting duel. 

"I don't know how long 
I've played now. I'm pretty 
tired," Nishikori said. "I was 
cramping from the second set 
but I kept fighting and fight¬ 
ing and got the fourth set tie¬ 
breaker. That was key for me. 
It was a great match. 

"It was hot but I feel good 
now." 

The triumph, Nishikori's 
fifth in a week counting qual¬ 
ifying matches, came on the 


same Grandstand court where 
Japan's Shuzo Matsuoka 
writhed in cramping agony in 
1995, left unaided lest he be 
defaulted in a move that led 
to changes in medical treat¬ 
ment of players. 

"I've seen it many times," 
Nishikori said of the video. 
"It was sad to see him like 
that. No one can help." 

Nishikori, whose run to 
the fourth round in 2008 was 
his best Slam showing and 
the best US Open showing by 
a Japanese man since 1937, 
jumped to a 4-1 lead in the 
fourth set before Cilic broke 
back and they held into a tie¬ 
breaker. 

Nishikori will next face 
Spanish 21st seed Albert 
Montanes, who ousted Aus¬ 
tralian wild card Carsten Ball 
6-4, 6-3, 6-1. 

Swedish fifth seed Robin 


Soderling reached the third 
round in straight sets as well, 
dumping American Taylor 
Dent 6-2, 6-2, 6-4. 

US 19th seed Mardy Fish, 
who won twice in July and 
reached the final of the last 
major US Open tuneup at 
Cincinnati, fired 14 aces and 
reached the third round by 
eliminating Uruguay's Pablo 
Cuevas 7-5, 6-0, 6-2. 

Next in Fish's path is 
France's Arnaud Clement, 
who led 6-3, 5-5 when Ar¬ 
gentina's Eduardo Schwank 
retired with an ankle injury. 

"I've never put myself in 
position to be a guy who is 
talked about at a Grand 
Slam," Fish said. "I'd love an¬ 
other crack at a top-5, top-10 
player in a Slam. I've beaten 
a couple but not deep into a 
tournament.
